FASCIST AID 


“In the interval the Fascist Governments 
have lavished their aid upon General Franco's 
conspiracy. A loan, as the Populaire (M. 
Blum’s organ) has disclosed, has been raised 
for him in Germany. The veteran Belgian 
Socialist, M. de Brouckére, after a tour in 
Spain, reports that the Spanish Foreign 
Legion has been swollen by Fascist recruits, 
who appear to be under German’ officers. 
This Legion and the Moorish regiments have 
been transported across the Straits in Italian 
and German hydro-planes, manned by crews 
drawn from the regular forces of these 
countries. The documents published in the 
News Chronicle and Manéhidter Guardian 
this week have revealed some part of the 
background behind these known interventions, 

‘The numerous German colonies in Bar- 
celona, Madrid and other Spanish towns, 
which permeate the industry and commerce of 
the Péninsula, were organised by the Nazi 
Party as a closely knit formation, a species 
of national Mafia, engaged in a pe Sak a 
spiracy. It spied on all its members, from 
Ambassador down to nursemaids: it 
smuggled its propaganda in the diplomatic 
mail-bags: it bought Spanish newspapers of 
the Right: it kidnapped and eliminated any 
Germans who failed to support its secret 
aims. Jt. showed an intelligible interest in 
cable and wireless stations, and in the 
strategic centres of the Moroccan coast 
and the Balearic Isles. Though the 
chiefs of this Nazi conspiracy seem 
to have carried off crucial documents 
when they fied, it is easy. from the remaining 
material to reconstruct this conspiracy. ‘This 
formidable political machine worked for 
Germany by promoting this quasi-Fascist 
military insurrection; the reward of all this 
methodical industry and lavish expenditure 
will be, if the plot succeeds, that Spain will 
be at the disposal.of the two leading Fascist 
Powers for the furtherance, by Jand, sea, and 
air, of their military ends in the Mediterranean 
and the Bay of Biscay. 

“ While the Western Powers complacentily 
prepared to draw a temporary ring round 
Spain, what Germany and Italy have forged 
is a permanent ring round France. 


ONE-SIDED NEUTRALITY 


* There are welcome signs this week that the 
consequences of a neutrality so grossly one- 
sided have been grasped by public 
opinion im our own country and in 
France, and by the French Government 
also. in these conditions it amounted to 
a proposal to blockade democratic Spain, 
while the Fascist Powers armed its enemies. 
The news of the arrival in Barcelona of 
eighteen French ‘planes of some military value 
suggests that the delays of Rome are break- 
ing down the patience of, , Paris; Moral 
neutrality is impossbile. and woud be treason 
to democracy if it were possible—an agree- 
ment to withhold military supplies from both 
sides, if it were scrupulously observed. by 
every power, might set a most dangerous 
precedent, justified, at best, on grounds of 
caution. But. only on one condition would 
democratic governments that possessed a sense 
for realities consent to this arrangement. 
They would insist that the non-intervention 
should be genuine, and not one-sided. Until 
this was achieved Paris and London would 
send to the Spanish Government as many 
‘planes as Rome and Berlin powers provided 
for the rebels.” 


WORKERS’ SOLIDARITY 


“The instinct of solidarity among the 
workers has meanwhile asserted itself. The 
shop stewards of the De Havilland. works 
have taken a bold and proper action in 
warning the firm that they would not allow 
their skill to be misused to supply the enemies 
of their class with arms. But the Govern- 
ment has not yet learned from experience 
how to deal with dictators. By declaring an 
absolute embargo against both sides, while 
Italy, Germany and Portugal prevaricate. it 
has thrown awag a _ bargaining counter. 
Evasion, moreover, is easy. The moral is 
that ‘this anarchy of commercial militarism 
in the air calls more loudly than ever for the 
internationalisation of civilian aviation. It is 
intolerable that Paris and London should 
wait longer on the deliberately tardy reply 
of Rome. An. announcement that they 
would help the Spanish Republic until the 
Fascist Powers recalled their ‘planes and 
pilots from Morocco and Seville would have 
ed to a prompter agreement. The tactics 
that Paris had followed up to this week, con- 
forming itself, no doubt, to the even colder 
reserve of London, have ‘repeated the 
excessive caution that brought disaster of 
this cause of civilisation in the Manchurian 
and Abyssinian affairs.”’

A further letter stated that he had been 
advised that, with a view to.relieving unem- 
ployment, funds had been placed at. his dis- 
posal for the allocation of a grant for roads 
and footpath works, subject. to the County 
Council providing contributions of amounts 
equivalent to two-thirds of the amount of the 
grant. A grant of £21,970 has been provi- 
sionally made, to which must be added the 
local contribution of £14,650 towards the cost 
of carrying out schemes on road qr footpath 
works.

There are many reasons for this. extra- 
ordinary inrush of tourists, who almost seem 
aúxious to make comvensation for the slight 
difidence shown during the “* sanctions” 
period., - The real and fundamental cause, 
which remains, and will remain, in spite of 
changing circumstances and events, is that 
the world cannot do without Italy, Hers is 
a call which becomes all the more strong 
when for some external disturbing cause there 
may appea® to be a wish to put her aside or 
to send her “to Coventry.” 


CALL OF CIVILISATION 


The call of a civilisation which for nearly 
three thousand years has not ceased tu give 
its incomparable gifts to the world, the 
glamour of a glorious history which, since 
the days of the mysterious Etruscans to those 
of Royal, Republican and Imperial Rome, 
from the period of the Comuni to modern 
times, gathers in itself and expresses the 
widest and highest human experience which 
exists. The call also of the varied beauty 
which Nature has given in abundance to the 
land—beauty of sky and sea, of country and 
woods, of mountains and valleys, of lakes 
and rivers. 

There are reasons, of course, other than 
those of the spirit, why visitors flock to 
Italy. In the first place, they know that in 
a world that is prey to strike convulsions, 
street disturbances and civil strife, Italy re- 
presents an oasis of tranquillity, of orderly 
life ahd constructive work.

TOURIST POLICY 


Thirdly, there are the excellent facilities 
conceded by the Italian Government to its 
guests. The General Management of Tourism 
—one of the sub-divisions of the Ministry of 
Press and Propaganda—has put into effect*an 
excellent. tourist. policy which.is carried ,into 
effect by a widespread and perfect organisa- 
tion. Such a policy has put into. operation 
many agreeable measures for the tourist, help- 
ing him in all possible ways during ‘his stay 
in Italy; and, even before he arrives, favour- 
ing his entry by such means as tourist 
cheques, tickets for petrol and by railway 
reductions, and tickets which enable him, for 
a Minimum: price, to roam up and down the 
peninsula. 

And at the same time there is no town .in 
Italy which does not offer: at some. period of 
the year very special altractions’ for the 
foreigner, either by the célebration of local 
fétes, or by the. organisation of musical, 
artistical or sporting’ féstivals; such as: the 
local fiesta of St. Nicholas at.

JAA Family of Scholars 


Professor Thomas O’Rahilly, who. has 
published a new theory of the origin of 
the Gaelic language in Ireland, is con- 
sidered to be probably the greatest living 
authority on Gaelic linguistics. He 
annoyed Northerners some four years ago 
by publishing a book on the Irish language 
in history, wherein he sought to prove 
that all Irish, save Munster Irish. ought 
to be called Scoto-Irish. He is a brother . 
of Professor Alfred O’Rahilly, and the 
tale of this brilliant family’s genius is 
not complete without mention of the 
Professor's sister, Miss Cecile O'Rahilly. 
who lectures at Aberystwyth, and has 
published the only extant work of scientific 
value on the historic relation of the Welsh 
and Irish people. On the paternal sid 
the O’Rahillys are direct or collateral 
descendants of Egan O’Rahilly, the most 
emicnt of the Munster Gaclic poets, who 
died in 1728. On the maternal side the, 
are related to Eugene O’Curry, the scholar 
whom Cardinal Newman, when Rector at 
the Catholic University in Dublin,

They are not to be found 
in the bar parlours of market-town hotels 
—f possible base of operations—nor are 
they to be. discovered in the guest houses 
of those iritelligent men and women who 
have established inns on mountain tops, 
and in other similar and attractive places. 
But their presence in the wilderness 1s 
real. The cliff road around Slea Head is 
peopled with them, their Lagondas, 
Bentleys and Daimlers provoking terrify- 
ing problems for the donkey-cart traffic. 
The men of the party, dressed, apparently, 
for an important point-to-point, fling 
stones into the sea below with that flick 
of the wrist which can have been perfected 
only by years of county cricket; while the 
women, in trousers and smoked glasses, 
gaze seaward§ throngh the mist of the 
Blaskets.

Over £100,000 has been expended in recent 
years by the Belfast Harbour Board on new 
electric crane equipment for the port. In 
addition to the three electric transporter 
cranes at the Liverpool boat shed on the 
Donegall quay the crane facilities of the 
harbour have been augmented by two other 
transporter cranes of the latest type, Negotia- 
tions for another seven ton crane have been 
completed, and when this is in operation the 
Liverpool service will be provided with six 
transporter cranes, ranging from five tons to 
twelve tons. 

A 30 ton electric crane has replaced the 
old 25 ton steam crane at the Albert quay. 
Three five ton electric transporter cranes have 
been installed for the ships of. the Burns 
Laird Line end in eonnection with the 
Heysham boats: four treble transporter 
cranes aré being erected to modernise the 
methods of discharging cargo in. this area of 
cross-Channel activity. -

THE OUESTION OF 
AMALGAMATION 


a Ce 


The’ question of amalgamation with other 
trade unions was discussed at the annual con- 
ference of the Electrical Trades Union at 
Scarborough yesterday. 

A resolution proposed by Mr. R, L. D. 
Kenney, of London, and-seconded by Mr. A. 
E. Hacking, of Nottingham, was carried, ex- 
pressing the opinion that no useful purpose 
would be served at present by the amalgama- 
tion of the Electrical Trades Union with any 
other union. 

The majority of the members were con- 
vinced that ample co-operation was possible 
through affiliation to the Trades Union Con- 
gress. i 

An amendment that the union should 
amalgamate with an engineering union only 
received three votes. 

Mr. J. Rowan said that he had been an 
amalgamationist for forty years. Half of the 
time of officials of unions was taken up in 
competing with other trade unions for 
membership. Instead of competing for 
members they should be fighting for improved 
conditions for the men they represented, 

The Conference recommended to the Execn- 
tive Committee that industrial sections should 
be formed for men and women at a nominal 
contribution, which should be in proportion 
to benefit, a fixed contribution to be introduced 
for legal protection and strike pay. 

A resolution was passed expressing the 
opinion that a scheme of registration which, 
while protecting the present operatives of the 
E.T.U., would stop the future flow of un- 
trained labour into the trade, would be bene- 
ficial to the industry, and should be pro- 
ceeded with. 

The Conference also recommended the 
Executivé Committee to proceed with the 
negotiations relating to apprentices and bov 
labour, with a view to regulating the age of 
entry into the trade, wages and registration.

Other topics which may be discussed by 
the Reichstag, it is thought, include :— 

(1). The church dispute. An attempt 
may be made to solve this by the extab 
lishment of a new National Evangelical 
Church. 

(6). New. laws for ‘the Jews, -.Non 
{ryans may, for instance, be forbidden in 
future to acquire country estates. 

The reported plan to convene the 
Reichstag 1s intended to give added impor- 
tance to the coming Nazi Party Congress. 
The German Pgrliament would be called 
together during the Congress, which is 
being held from September 8th to 14th 

Preparations are being made to make 
the Congress one of the most important 
ever held. Every year the Congress is 


given some simple tlieme around which 
the speeches of Herr Hitler and the other 
leaders revolve. Last year it was the 
restoration of rman’s military 
strength. This year, it is believed, the 
main -topic will be Germany's ‘“‘ heroic 
struggle against world Bolshevism.”’ 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
to cope with the hundreds of thousands of 
visitors who will flock to Nuremberg. 

Traffic control will be severe. It is 
announced that motorists who offend 
seriously against the local police regula- 
tions during the Congress will not be fined, 
but will have their motor cars confiscated 
instead. 

Talks to-day with many representative 
types of people indicate that the new 
military service law has had a mixed 
reception. 

While many young Germans and their 
parents have no objections in principlé t 
army life, the doubling of the period 
compulsory service is naturally resenfed 
by those who were hoping. to be free to 
take up a career as soon as their twelve 
months’ service was up. In: some cases 
they had been looking forward to taking 
berths which will now be denied them.

France, under present -conditions, now 
has a peace-time Army of 605,000 men. 
In the event of a war, 200,000 of these, it 
is stated here, would be needed for service 
in the colonies. This would leave only 
405,000 men facing the new German peace- 
time Army of 1,000,000 men—or an Army 
considerably more than double its size,

‘The Government of Saorstat Eireann 
have addressed a note to: the French 
Minister at Dublin confirming their 
acceptance of the principle of non- 
intervention in the internal affairs of 
Spain during the present Spanish crisis. 
They have informed the French Govern- 
ment that they propose, accordingly, to 
take the necessary steps to prohibit the 
exportation of. arms and ammunition to 
Spain and Spanish possessions. 

“The majority of the Governments of 
Europe have notified the French Govern- 
ment in the same sense. The policy of 
non-intervention has been adopted in the 
earviction that it is in the interests of 
Spain itself; and that is in present cir- 
cumstances the policy which will best serve 
the catise of European peace. 

“The Government of Saorstat Eireann, 
in common with the whole Irish people 
and the Christian world, are profoundly 
shocked by the tragic events that have 
been taking place in Spain, and by the 
excesses by which these events are reported 
to be accompanied Their sympathy eoes 
out to.the great Spanish people in their 
terrible suffering. They’ earnestly hope 
that neace may soon he restored, and tirev 
would gladly particinate in any practical 
effort directed towards that end. 

“To those public bodies, however, ard 
to others who have requested the Govern-

STORY OF POSTPONED 
CREMATION

NE of the most sensational cases in 
Indian legal history, the Bhowal 
Sannyasi case, involving a claim to the 
extensive Bhowal estates of the late Rajah 
Bahadur. Rajendra Narayan Roy, near 
Dacca, ended to-day, when judgment was 
given by Mr. Pannalal Bose, the special 
judge, in faveur of the plaintiff, Sannyas!. 
The judgment declared that Sannyas 
was entitled to a one-third share of the 
property, which yields a net annual 
income of. £60.090. 

The case was remarkable both for the 
length of time it has occupied—it opened 
on November 27th, 1933—and for the 
sensational ‘nature of the evidence. During 
the hearings no fewer than 1,500 witnesses 
were examined. 

The plaintiff, Sannyasi, declared that 
he was the second, son of Rajah Bahadur 
Rajendra Narayan Roy, and alleged that 
an attempt was made to kill him 4th 
arsenic while he was in Darjeeling on & 
rest cure in 1909. The effect of the 
arsenic was to send him into a coma, and 
he was taken for dead. His body was 
removed to the cremation ground at night. 
but a sudden storm caused the burial 
party to. postpone the lighting of the 
funeral pyre. 

While still unconscious, the plaintiff 
alleged, he was found lying on the funeral 
pyre by some Naga Sanyasis, naked 
wandering holy men, who revived him. 


PUPIL OF HOLY MEN 


He stayed with them-as a pupil of their 
religious doctrines until 1922. when he 


returned to Dacca. Then, declaring that 
> he was Kumar Ramendra Narayan Roy, 
| the second son of Rajah Bahadur Rajendra 

Narayan Roy. he began the suit claiming 

a share of his father’s estates. 

The, principal defendant was Srimati 

Bishabati, who was married to the second 
| son of the tate Rajah Bahadur. Her con- 
i tention was that thé Slaintiff was an im- 

poster named Sundardas Naga, a disciple 
‘of a Hindu holy man from the Punjab, 
i and that her husband actually did die at 

Darjeeling in 1909, and that his body was 
| duly cremated, 
| During the hearing of the case no less 
'than 2,000 exhibits were beáir, séieá the 
Court, including 100 photographs. The 
1,500 witnesses were drawn from all walks 
of life. Despite the fact that it has lasted 
for nearly three years, the case has been 
followed with unabated? interest through 
out. India. 

Long accounts of the hearings have 
appeared almost daily in the newspapers, 
and four local papers were started which 
were devoted almost exclusively to daily 
reports of the proceedings. One of these 
was called the Daily Bhowal.

HOUSANDS of people lined the roads 
at Kilmainham, Dublin, last night, 
fo watch a fire which almost completely 


destroyed the factory of Messrs. Rowntree 


(Ireland), Ltd., and cut the telephone 
and telegraph connection between Dublin 


and a great part of the South of Ireland. 
The flames reached a height of many feet, 


and could be seen from all parts of the 


number about 700. 

The offices and toffee section of the 
factory were saved by the efforts of the 
Fire Brigade, which turned out in full 
force under Captain Connolly. Many 
people travelled from the centre of the 
city in ‘buses to see the fire, and a large’ 
proportion of the employés -was among 
the crowd which watched the destruction 
of the factory. Traffic was blocked on the 
Islandbridge-Kilmainham road, and ’buses 
had to take a roundabout route on the 
way to Inchicore.

NIGHT WATCHMAN’S 
DISCOVERY 


A night watchman who came on duty 
at the factory at about 9.15 stated that 
he let out two girls who had been working 
late, and then he made a round of the 
premises to see that all doors were secure. 
As-he opened one of the doors in the north 
end—which is a new wing added about 
eighteen months ago—he was confronted 
with fierce flames. He called for a machine 
man whom he knew to be on duty, but 
got no answer. Running back to the front 
of the building, he met the machine man, 
Mr. D. Merrigan, w o had discovered the 
fire from the other side of the building. 

The fire: appears to have broken out 
seriously at that time, for it was seen 
almost simultaneously by a number of 
people in the street and in the neighbour- 
ing houses. The watchman went to give 
the alarm, and found that the Fire Brigade 
had already been summoned. The Brigade 
at about the same time received a call’ 
from Clontarf from a person who said 
that a iarge fire was in progress some- 
where, and the glow could be seen from 
Clontarf 

Mr. B. Wrigley, a superviser in the 
factory, who lives near it, said that the 
fire must have been smouldering for hours 
before it was noticed, as by the time it 
was observed a large section of the factory 
was involved. People in the neighbour- 
hood stated that they had seen what 
appeared to be the sign of fire at about 
8.30, but had not taken much notice of it. 
as they thought it might have been started 
merely to destroy refuse. 

Mr. E.. O'Neill, who was working in his 
carden on the Inchicore road near the 
factory, saw the flames suddenly leap up, 
and he ran into the premises and helped to 


take out some of the files and papers from 


the offices, which were being removed by 
some members of the staff who had come 
from their houses in the vicinity. 

Efforts were made to get into touch with 
Mr. G. Bleakley, managing director of the 
firm, who has been on holiday in Dona- 
bate, but up to a late hour they had not 
been successful. 

Firemen worked with every available 
line of hose through the greater part of 
the night in an endeavour to save the 
offices and toffee room, these being 
threatened by the flames, which were 
being fanned by the breeze. 

The despatch department, the hand- 
covering room, the moulding room, the 
machine packing room, the cake packing 
room and stores have been destroyed. 


RAPID DESTRUCTION

One of them occurred in the re- 
frigerating plant in a café in Lower 
Mount street at about 11 o'clock, and was 
put out after about fifteen minutes’ work. 

The second occurred in Messrs. Baxen- 
dale’s stores in Great Strand street, where 
a small quantity of furniture was damaged 
before the Brigade had the flames sub- 
dued. 

A considerable quantity of hay was 
destroyed on the farm of Mr. Mooney, 
The Grange, County Dublin. The flames 
were prevented from spreading by a 
section of the Brigade, which worked for 
about half an hour before all danger was 
averted. 

At about 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the Dun Laoghaire Fire Brigade was called 
to subdue a fire which broke out among 
the gorse on the hill, Victoria Park, 
Killiney, County Dublin. It was neces- 
sary to lay about 900 feet of hose to 
combat the flames, which at one time 
showed signs of spreading over a wide 
area.

Two young Royal Ulster Riflemen, who 
celebrated the 12th oí July at Gravesend 
(Kent), appeared at a district. courtmartial 
at Milton barracks, Gravesend. 

They were Riflemen Michael Walkingshaw 
and Alex Swayne, who were jomtly charged 
in six cases with having on July 13 stolen 
62 razor blades, maliciously damaged two 
automatic razor blade machines, stolen money 
the property of Councillor G. E. Morris, 
licensee of the “ Old Prince of Orange,” 
Gravesend; with havmg maliciously damaged 
a weighing machine and also a sweet machine. 

Captain F. W. Jowers represented the 
riflemen, who pleaded not guilty. 

Walkingshaw said that on July 12, 
“‘ Orangemen's Day, Swayne and he visited 
several public-houses, and they each had 
about eight pints of beer. They reported at 
the barracks just before midnight, and 
then went to a wall near the officers’ stables, 
where they had previously hidden a bottle 
of whiskey. ‘They consume” the whiskey, and 
the next thing witness remembered was at 
‘* Reveille’ next morning, when he woke up 
in bed, fully dressed. Razor blades were 
strewn around hrm. 

Walkingshaw added, in reply to a question, 
that he might have done al! this while drunk. 

Swayne corroborated, saying he had a faint 
recollection of going to bed. 

Major H. N. V. Walker, R.A.S.C., who, 
with the Deputy Julge-Advocate, Mr. C. L. 
Stirling, constituted the Court, found the 
riflemen not guilty on the last three charges. 

Sentence has been promulgated. On the 
first three charges, each of the men was sen-

This is the first time thet members of the 
Bolshevist “ Old Guard” have met death -t 
the hands of the Soviet executioners. The 
Praesidium of the Central Executive Commit- 
tee rejected the plea of the sixteen men for 
clemency last. night, and the death sentence 
was carried out very shortly afterwards. They 
had been found guilty ‘on all eounts in the 
indictment late on Sunday night, and were 
due to die unless reprieved within seventy- 
twa hours. 


SECRET EXECUTION 


The world may never know how Zinovieff 
and Kameneff aud the fourteen others met 
their deaths, Details of executions are not 
published by the Soviet authorities, as they 
consider that the spectacle of capital punish- 
ment is barbarous. Executions, which ere 
followed by cremations, are, therefore, carried 
out secretly. Only a bare announcement is 
made of an execution, and no-indication is 
given of the exact time or place. 

All the property of the condemned men has 
been confiscated. Their. execution was 
announced in an inconspic 20us paragraph in the 
Pravda this morning, and described by that 
organ as “enthusiastically approved” by 
thousands of workers. 


NOT THE END 


This drastic elimination of sixteen alleged 
“terrorists, who, it has been persistently 
asserted, were led and inspired by the exiled 
leader Trotsky, is not the end of the affair. 
During the trial the Public Prosecutor 
announced that investigations would be made 
into charges made by the prisoners against 
other prominent Soyet offtcials. 
Michael Tomsky, veteran Soviet 
chief, committed suride in hi ) 
on hearing that he was\one of those who had 
been named. His suicide was regarded as a 
“confession of guilt.” 

Others who are the object of these investi- 
gations ‘include Karl Radek, Chief Soviet 
Publicist ; Gregory Sokolnikoff, former Soviet 
Ambassador in London, and Rykoff, who now, 
apart from Stalin and the exiled Trotsky, is 
the last survivor of the original political 
bureau of the Bolshevist Party. 


AUTHOR OF * RED LETTER” 


Grigori Zinovieff, born in 1883, was one of 
the “stormy petrels”’ of the Communist 
party. He will go down in British history 
as the reputed author of the famous “ Red 
Letter,” which created a ‘sensation in the 
closing days of the 1924 election campaign 
and gave rise to considerable political con- 
troversy, 

The letter was alleged to have been sent 
by Zinovieff, as head of the Third Inter- 
national in Moscow, to the British Communist 
Party, giving instructions to British subjects 
to work for the violent overthrow of exist- 
ing institutions in Great Britain and for the 
subversion of the armed forces as a means to 
that end. 

Official protests followed, and the Soviet 
Government replied by denouncing the letter 
as a forgery, arguing that, in any case, the 
Third International was not the Soviet 
Government. 

Zinovieff was one of the inner circle which 
planned the Russian revolution. He edited 
a number of Russian newspapers pr'or to his 
arrest arid imprisonment in 1908, Later he 
went into exile with Lenin—whose devoted 
follower he was—in Switzerland. He was 
sent back to Russia with Lenin in 1917 in a 
“sealed railway carriage,’’ which the Ger- 
mans allowed to pass through their territory 
in the hope that the revolutionaries would 
disintegrate their Russian army. 


CHEQUERED CAREER 


In Russia, Zinovieff played an active part 
in the conspiracy which destroyed the short- 
lived Karensky administration and brought 
Lenin back to power. His power, however, 
gradually waned i xtil in 1925 it finaHy came 
to an end with the downfall of Trotsky and 
Kameneff. He had a chequered career in 
the Communist Party, being twice expelled. 
He secured re-admission after expressing re 
pentance and submission. 

Towards the end of 1934 the murder of 
Kiroff, the Leningrad Communist party 
chief, startled the Soviet official world. 
Exhaustive investigations into secret counter- 
revolutionary activities in the U.S.8.R. fol- 
lowed, and -Zinovieff was arrested with 
eighteen alleged confederates. In company 
with Kameneff he was accused of directing 
an anti-revolutionary campaign in Moscow. 

No connection with the murder of Kiroff 
could be proved, however, but he was fonnd 
guilty of complicity in counter-revolutionary 
activities and sentenced to ten years’ im- 
prisonment, together with thc *onfiscation 
of all his property. 


KAMENEFF, AMBASSADOR 


Leo Kameneff, who was also born in 1883, 
was a member of the first Soviet Mission to 
London in 1920, which came to.negotiate on 
trade matters. He also was expelled from 
the Communist party, but was later re- 
admitted. 

Kameneff held important positions in the 
Soviet Union, including that of President of 
the Moscow Soviet (the “corporation”’ of 
the city) from 1916 to 1926. He was Ambas- 
sador to Italy in 1927. Kameneff was twice 
expelled from the Communist Party, first in 
i and again in 1932.

MOORS DESERT FROM REBEL SIDE

Another day has passed with little 
military activity on either side, and the 
situation seems to have reached a deadlock 
for the moment. 

The Government claims to have brought 
off several victories, but the rebel forces 
in the various towns stil] under their 
power do not seem to be any nearer giving 
in than they were weeks ago. 

Apart from the shortage of food, con- 
ditions in Madrid may described as 
normal, in view of the state of alarm that 
has existed for some time past. Butter, 
milk, beef and fresh vegetables are hard 
to get, and potatoes are almost unobtain- 
able owing to the fact that they are all 
taken for, or by, the militia. 

Tinned. food is. running short, and in 
the biggest grocer’s shop in Madrid one 
can no longer get ox tongue or corned beef. 
Condensed milk is scarce and treasured. 

In the past few days the capital ha. 
been enlivened by the spectacle of vands 
of children of an average age of six or 
seven patrolling the streets with tov rifles 
on their shoulders and crying '“ U.H.P..” 
which means ‘‘Unite brothers cf the 
proletariat ”’ 


TRIBUNAL 


Since last Saturday a special tribunal 
has been set up, consisting of representa- 
tives of the various organisations forming 
the Popular Front, for the purpose of 
trying officers and others concerned or 
suspected of mutiny. . 

So far five men have been condemned 
and four executed, apd numerous sentences 
of imprisonment passed. 

None of the members of this tribunal 
has any legal experience, but the prisoners 
are allowed expert defence if they want 
it. 

The Government claims that in the past 
two or three days large numbers of 
Moorish regulars have deserted from the 
rebels to the Government side, because 
they have not been paid or fed for some 
time. 

The British colony remains about 150 
souls.

Telling not only. the story of the man 
himself, but of the growth of the country, 
of New England, of business in New 
England, and especially of advertising and 
newspaper work, ‘The Life and Struggles 
of an Irish Boy in America,” by David 8.

HUSBAND FOLLOWS 
WIFE'S EXAMPLE 


It was suggested at an Ipswich inquest 
yesterday that a husband who found his wife 
dead was so heartbroken that he gassed him- 
self. 

A verdict of suicide while temporarily in- 
sane was returned on Reginald J. Carrociero, 
aged 21. an electrician, and his wife, Winifred 
May Carrociero, aged about 35, who were 
found dead en Monday in the gas-filled bath- 
room at their home, Belle Vue road, Ipswich.

STREET ATTACK IN 
PEIPING

PEIPING, Tuesday. 

Following the firing of seven shots at three 
soldiers of the Worcestershire Regiment, 
which forms the Legation Guard, the British 
Embassy has made representations to the 
Chinese authorities requesting that proper 
measures be taken to pretect British lives 
and property. 

The soldiers were returning in rickshas 
from a cinema. As they were passing the 
Hotel de Pekin, on the main East West 
Street, a large closed car came up behind 
them and slowed down. Revolvers were 
thrust out, and seven shots followed quickly. 

None of the three soldiers were hit. but 
one of ricksha coolies was struck in the leg. 

A Chinese policeman on point duty fifty 
yards from the scene of the incident at- 
tempted to stop the car, which tore past him. 
He saw that it was carrying no number. 

Owing to the fact that the street was 
badly lighted and the night was overcast, the 
soldiers could not recognise the nationality 
of the gunmen. ! 
A leading Chinese paper quotes an eye- 
witness of the incident as saying: “The men 
in the: car were certainly not Chinese. nor 
did they look like Westerners.” 

Further reports state that the police were 
unable to chase the car, as it disappeared 
into the Legation quarter. 

At the beginning of July a British Con- 
sular Court of Inquiry investigated allegations 
made by Japanese that two British privates 
of the Worcester Regiment. had been con- 
cerned in the death of a Japanese officer 
named Sasaki, who was found dying outside 
a cabaret here on the night of May 26th. 

The Court found that there was insufficient

Responsibility for all the Post Office services

It is already clear that 
the inclusion of 50 free calls a quarter for 
residential subscribers is making a strong 
appeal; for in July orders were secured for 
nearly 6,000 more telephones than were 
obtained in June, and over 5,000 of these 
additional telephones were for residences.

RURAL NEEDS 


The extent to which the needs of the rural 
community have been considered wil! bést be 
realised by comparing the present charge 
for providing a residence telephone to a house 
three miles oh an exchange with that which 
existed at the beginning of 1922. Then the 
charge was £27 10s.; now it is £4 As 
during the same period over 1,000 new ex- 
changes have been opened in rural areas, 
the effect of the rental concessions has been 
multiplied greatly, and there are now few 
places on the mainland, other than those in 
mountainous or moorland regions, which are 
not within the ambit of the standard tele- 
phone rentals. 

The lowering, last January, of the charges 
for internal telephone extensions was of 
special benefit to business firms and hotels, 
and business subscribers* will gain further 
from thes 10s. reduction in the annual rental 
of an exchange line, 
October 1. 

An additional stimulus was given to the 
steady growth of inland trunk traffic in 
May of this year, when the rates were again 
reduced, a maximum charge for a three- 
minute call on the mainland being fixed at 
2s. 6d. during the day-time. : 

A considerable increase in the number of 
trunk circuits has been recessary to, carry 
the additional traffic. The total ‘number 
of trunk circuits has risém from 4,700 in 
July, 1935, to the present total of 5,400. 


ADDITIONAL PLANT 


The rapid development of the telephone 
service necessitates additional plant and 
equipment on a large scale, and the Post 
Office is embarking during the current year 
on a programme of capital works costing 
£13,500,000, of which £4,500,000 will be 
spent on new underground cables to all parts 
of the country. New telephone exchanges 
and enlargements of existing exchanges will 
account for more than £2,300,000, while more 
than £1,500.000 wifl be spent on local lines, 
and more than £2,600, on subscribers’ 
lines. 

This policy has created in the last financial 
year additional employment for approximately 
11,000 people in the Post Office, and for 
thousands more in outside industry associated 
with the Post Office.

MOULTING sea? pred THE NATURAL 
so 


Writing on a pabiec in the Weekly 
Jrish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
Says :— 

We are now in the height of the natural 
moulting season. Note the “ natural,’ 
for such a thing as enforced moulting 
at other times is a modern “tendency 
among ‘some poultry-keepers, that is 
really not a very commendable practice. 
It is all very well to assist the birds to 
moult either a little earlier or a little 
later, whichever may be considered most 
desirable for individual purposes; but 
to try to change the season to the other 
end of the year, or to prevent this 
antiual rejuvenation of the ‘flocks entirely 
is very unwise. By proper care and 
attention it is possible to shorten the 
actual period of the moult, and also 
to, perhaps, prevent the total cessation 
of egg-production during that period. 
Even to do this is to a certain extent 
forcing the pace. When birds moult 
naturally about August there is really 
very little need to résort to any artifici ial 
methods to get them quickly over this 
period, since everythitg is now favour- 
able \to such a condifion. In the first 
instance, if they have’ undergone a move 
from one house, which is being spring 
cleaned, into another, it is likely that 
the change will considerably bustle the 
process of shedding the feathers. Then 
the warm weather will enable the new 
ones to grow more rapidly than would 
be the case were the moult to take place 
during, say, the late autumn.
